Bz Threatens to Contest If She Is

THE WOMAN DOES NOT CLAIM A Han- 
RIAGE CEREMONY WAS PERFORMED. 


His Family Opjected to Her Presence Dur- 
tat Mr. Eoulard’s Last Illnese, but She 
Maneged to Eecure an Audience in the 
Family Home at Arcadia — Attended 
the Funeral Services—Proposes to As- 
sert Her Alleged Rights. 


Unless the will of the late J. Gaston Soulard 
‘Comes up to the expectations of one who 
claims to be Bis common law wife, it is ex- 
tremely probable that it will be contested. The 
woman in question is known to some of her 

“aequaintances as Marion Ries, and to others 
as. Mrs. Soulard,’’ ana to others still as 
Mrs Wilson. she has lived for nearly two 

‘years in a house owned by J. Gaston Soulard, 

‘at No, 5969 Reber place, andthe property is 

now held by her under a quit claim deed 

, from J. Gaston Soulard, though subjecttoa 

.deed ot trust fora little less than half its 
‘value, 

J. Gaston Soulard, it is claimed, formed the 
attachment which is now proving so dis- 
tressing to his family, several years ago. 
For three years at least he has manifested a 

‘very marked preference for the society of 
Marion Ries, and, it is claimed, installed her 
in a handsome home, with comfortable 
furnishings and adequate domestic help, at 
6969 Reber place. Heopened an account at 
the neighboring grocery house of C. F. 
Sievers, No. 2261 King’s highway boulevard, 
and ordered liberally of the best table anc 
buffet supplies that the house afforded. To 
those who had business with him, Mr. Soulard 
at first passed himself off as Dr. Wilson,“ 
but this is said to have been done rather in a 
jesting spirit than asa means of concealing 
bis identity, for in a month or two after tak- 
ing possession of the premises he resumed bis 
rightful name, even with those who hadat 
first Known him as Dr. Wilson. He made 
his home at the Reber place house, 
and the few who were privileged to 
meet him there also met the woman who now 
Slaims to be hie wife, and who declares that 
he always introduced her io such visitors as 
**my wife’’ or my frau.“ That the couple 
‘Were on the best possivle terms is attested 
by anumber of friends who saw them to- 
gether onthe public drives and at places of 
amusement. 

nut Gaston Soulard’s relatives were at no 
time inclined to look favorably upon this ar- 
rangement: though aslong as he retained 
his health and the full use of his faculties, 
nothing was to be done. Not even could 
there be any interference when he made 
over to Miss Ries the valuable property above 
relerred to, for he was long since of age, and 
his right to dispose of his patrimony ashe 
saw fit could not be questioned, his sanity 
not being in the slightest degree the subject 
of doubt. So matters stood fromthe spring 
of 1892, when Soulard and Marion Ries occu- 
pied the house he had just then purchased, 
and lived there until late last fall. 

Three months ago he was taken sick with 
a combination of ailments, the center of 
which was in his respiratory organs, and 
was persuaded to make his home with his 
family at their country place at Arcadia, Mo. 
There his iliness assumed a serious phase, 
and he was isolated from visitors and from 
allannoyances growing out of business or 
personal matters. Miss Ries, here in St. 


Louis, was not advised of his condition, and 
she stated last night that she wrote to him 
regularly, and when her needs grew press 
ing, asked for money to meet household 
bills. She received neither remittances nor 

and finally decided to visit Ar. 
Soulard. . 

Arrived at Arcadia, she sought admission 
tothe house of Mr. Soulard's mother, but 
it was refused her. By means which will be 
mentioned hereafter she finally gained aa- 
mission to the house, and ca to an under. 
standing with Mr. Soulard. ‘TNereafter she 
paid several visits to Ironton and Arcadia, 
with more or less unusual results. The last 
Visit was paid about ten days ago, during 
which she had an interview with Mr. Soulard 
in the presence of his mother and sister and 
Henry Kortjohn,attorney for Mr. Soulard and 
of the Soulard estate. She claims thatan 
offer was made her in settlement of whatever 
Claims she might then have upon Mr. sou- 
lard, without reference to the outcome of his 
illness, which was known to be very serious, 
But she declares that she neither rejected 
nor accepted the proposal and that she has 
not yet decided the matter. 

On her return home she waited in vain for 
further tidings from Mr. Soulard, but heard 
nothing. News of his death, she says, was 
wired: her a, nad in Ironton, 
but nothing came from the family. 
Yesterday she called a carriage and 
attended the funeral mass at St. Xavier's 
and also followad behind the R car- 
ria ges to Calvary Cemetery, but she at 
tempted — further than any casua

The lady was far trom calm at the moment 
of her appearance to the reporter. Indeed 
her Oret utterances were indicative of a 
‘ytorm of hysterical tears, and she declared 
that she had already seen seventeen re- 
tors, a would not consent to talk’ 
ut her to set at rest the re or 
any other In a moment, now. 
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grant her admission to his bedside. 
occasion, she says, he assured her he had 
written to her every day, and had even made 
her remittances, and that he had not had a 
single missive m her in return. She 
stated to the reporter that she fully de- 
loved him and she asserted that she Knew 
just who had withheld his letters to her and 
intercepted hersto him. She declares that 
he told her on that occasion that if he

The second viat during which Mrs. Sou- 
lard’’ gained admission to the house was 
made about ten or eleven daysago, On that 
occasion, she states, the resistence of her 
sefusal to leave Arcadia without seeing him 
induced the family ofher lover to summon 
Attorney Henry Kortjohn by telegraph from 
thecity, and there, at the bedside ofthe 
dying man the situation was talked over 
more or less amicably. **They tried to get 
métosay whether or not a marria cere- 
money had been performed tween 
us, she said, and I replied that 
it dia not make any difference 
whether it had or not. Iasked Mr. Kortjohn 
whether he had ever heard of a common law 
marriage. He asked me whether I would be 
satisfied with the discharge of the incum- 
brance on this property, andI gave him no 
satisfaction as to that, either, although I be- 
lieve he thought the matter settled that 
way. For, on the way back here on the train 
he spoke to me and told me how well! ought 
to be satisfied with the arrangement, and 
how much better he had done for me than 
I could have done for myself. He declared 
that Mr. Gaston was not going tolive, and 
thatI did notcare for him anyway. That 
was what made me mad. If those people had 
treated me with any consideration, I might 
have been willing to concede something, but 
now I'm going to have all that belongs to 
me.

Mrs, Soulard declared her intention to call 
upon an attorney to-day, and not to wait un- 
til the administration papers were filled. 
She dealt profusely in personalities concern- 
ing Gaston Soulard’s family, and seemed to 
think she knew exactly wnomto blame for 
their separation. Even considering her inter- 
est arepetition of her allegations would not 
be justified. She said that in his lucid inter- 
vals Mr. Soulard raved about her and called 
piteously for his Trinkey. She also de- 
clared that she has in her possession family 
letters that willcause surprise in the com- 
munity when she produces them in court, as 
she is determined to Go, unless she secures 
what she considers her rights as Soulard’s 
common law wife. 5 

WHAT SOULARD GAVE HER. 

What can Ido with this place away out 
herein the country?’’ she said. ‘‘I can’t 
liveon this.

check or letter were ever allowed to leave 
the house. This house isn’t enough—I want 
more than that, or 1’ll know the reason why. 
If the worst comes I know what I can do 
with this property—they haven't anything to 
say about this—tuank God. But this is not 
all | want—nor all I'm going to have. 

The property in question was purchased by 
J. Soulard Gaston from Thomas Flannery 
and wife on April6, 1892, the consideration 
named in the deed of transfer being $6,250. 
On April 21, 1892, Soulard executed a deed of 
trust on tbe same property to Thomas Fian- 
nery and wife to secure a payment of $3,000, 
payable in five years, and ten interest notes 
of $90 each, representing the interest on 
$3,000 at6 per cent, payable semi-annually. 
Ine description of the property is 
lot 18, 650x200 feet, tn Reber’s addi- 
tion, and in city block 4070. It 
is assessed at 818 per front foot, and the 
house is assessed at 32,000, the total vwalua- 
tion for taxation being $2,900. On May 27, 
1893, J. Gaston Soulard executed to Marion 
Kies a quit claim deed tothe same property, 
subject to the deed of trust to Thomas Flan- 
nery and wife, fora consideration of $1. In 
that guitclaim deed Soulard swearsthat he 
isa single man. Thisdeed was flied vy 
Murion Ries on Aug. 21, last. 

Soulard also made overto Marion Riesa 
648th interest in the estate of Thomas G6. 
Soulard, originally owned by Frank L. Kim- 
bail, and purchased of Kimball for Gaston 
Soulard for a consideration of $100. Soulard 
afterward made that amount good to the at- 
torneys and then took the property transfer- 
ring it for a consideration or $1 to Marion 
Kies, as stated. The latter was asked yes- 
terday what this interest was worth, and she 
replied that she had been told that it was 
worth about $500, but had no definite infor- 
mation on the subject. 

LAWYER KORTJOHN SEEN. 

Lawyer Kortjohn was disinclined to discuss 
the relations of the family with the woman 
who claims a common law marriage with 
Gaston Soulard. ‘‘lam both the friend ana 
the attorney for the family. he said, ‘‘and 
my position isa delicate one. I do not think 
she will claim to have been married to Gas- 
ton Soulard, but if she does, I think we shall 


be abie to meet her. In fact, from what 
conversation I have had with her, I have no 
idea that she will make such a claim. As to 
the ownership of the Reber place property I 
do not wish to tell you the truth and I will 
not tell you a lie. 

This statement, by the way, was made be- 
fore the foregoing facts were procured from 
the office of the Recorder of Deeds, Of Marion 
Ries’ or Mrs. Soularda’s’’ legal possession of 
the property, asfar as anyact of Gaston 
Soulard’s could put her in possession, there 
can be no reason for doubt. 

It has been stated by members ofthe Sou- 
lard family that J. Gaston soulard has made 
away with nearly allof his fortune of $50,000, 
which he inherited from his father three 
yearsago. Numerous mortgages and deeds 
of trust, made by uim, have been filed in the 
Recorder’s office within the last few weeks.

JUDGE TUTHILL DELIVERS LENGTHY 
INSTRUCTIONS. 


Scene in Court During the Final Proceed- 
ings-—The FPrisoner’s Wife Breaks 
Down, but the Ex-Detective Looked 
Hopeful and Not Greatly Concerned— 
story of the Cronin Crime and Review 
ot the Evidence. 


CurcaGco, III., March 8.—3 p. m. — The 
Coughlin jury is still out. The 
general belief is they will disagree. 

Several ballots have been taken. The 
rumor is the jury stands 9 for conviction 
and 3 for acquittal. . 


Cutcaco, III., March8.—An eager, curious 
throng crowded Judge Tuthill’s court-room 
and rushed through the corridors without 
the door to-day, anxious witnesses to the 
closing scenes of the famous trial of De- 
tective Daniel Coughlin for the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, Within the railing of the court 
room were grouped the prominent figures in 
the great case, all nervously anxious. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Bottum and his assistant 
had drawn their chairs up before the jury 
and sat gasing searchingly into 
the faces of the twelve men. As 
Judge Tuthill entered the court - room, 
and the bailiffs gave the sound clear and

sharp ea murmur- at expectation ran 


the room and the spectators leaned forward 
to catch every word of the Court’s charges. 
The Judge immediately began the reading of 
his instructions. They were of great length 
and were as follows: 
INSTRUCTING THE JURY. . 

Judge Tuthill then arose to«read his in- 
structions, which were quite long, filing 
nearly twenty-dve pages of closely type- 
written matter. The instructions were for, 


the most part ofa general nature, very few 
of the specific directions handed in by coun- 
sel being used. The Court instructed the jury 
that it was notincumbent upon the defense 
to introduce any evidence to prove the inno- 
erence of Burke, Cooney or O'Sullivan, 
jointly indicted with Coughlin, 
on the charge of conspiring, 
and that the absence of such evidence must 
not be construed as evidence of their guilt 
and an inference drawn thereby of the gulit 
of Coughlin. He reminded them that the lat- 
ter was alone upon trial, and that evidence 
touching his innocence or guilt was alone to 
be considered in the formation of a verdict. 
The Court then went on: 

ne jury are instructed that it is not 
Claimed by the State that there is evidence 
tending to show that the defendant, Daniel 
Conghlin, directly took ths life of Dr. Cronin. 
It is claimed that a conspiracy tokill ex- 
isted andthat this defendant and the other 
defendants named and ether persons desig- 
nated in the indietment as ‘unknown’ were 
parties to seen conspiracy and that 
the purpose of this conspiracy was actu- 
ally accomplished on the night of May 
4, 1889. The court further instructs you, that 
if the evidence in this ease fails to show any 
motive, or a sufficient motive, on the part of 
the defendant to commit the crime then this 
is a circumstance in favor of his innocence 
which the jury ought to consider in connec- 
tion with all the other evidence in arriving 
ata verdaict.’’ 

The following part of the instructions re- 
ferredto Mrs. Hortel, whose veracity was 
sa vagely attacced: 

If the Jury believe from the evidence that 
any witness has w'ilfally sworn falsely, then 
the jury are at liberty to disregard his or her 
entire testimony, except in so far as it has 
been corroborated by other and credible evi- 
dence or by facts and circumstances proved

ment of a witness by the introduction of vi- 
dence that the witness is a person of such

Mrs, Coughlin tna 
few moments regained ber composure, and 
Dan’s father, wearing a long ulster and with 
his black derby drawn over his lefteyeina 
sort of ‘*‘sporty’’ fashion, which feeling, 
however, was not reflected in the face below 
it, walked slowly around, restless. In a few 
moments he, too, cooled off and took his 
place beside his son. 


LOOKING FOR DISAGREEMENT. 
Coughlin, in charge of the bailiffs, soon 
left the court-room for the jall. His father 
and wife, convinced that the wait might be a 
long and tedious one, departed for home. 


Judge Tuthill ned to his room, immediately 
the jury had gone out, and sliding into his 
overcoat announced that he was going out 
to lunch. 

A big crowd promptly filled the,court-rcom 
after the crowd of spectators’ had been 
driven out, but after they had been per- 
mitted to see every thing going on, which 
amounted to nothing at all, they were 
promptly ushered into the hallway by the 
balliffa, and the court room was left un- 
tenanted except by newspaper men. The 
general feeling among those who witnessed 
the close of the trial seemed to be that the 
jury would disagree. though some contended 
that Coughlin would get as highas twenty 
years. Nobody seemed to think he wo 
hang, and very few that he would be sent Op 
for life. 

Afternoon came and the jury was still 
locked+up, with the police guarding the 
doors. Nobody was allowed within 100 feet 
of the doorway. 

It was rumored at 12:20 that Ciark Bruce 
had been made foreman of the jury and that 
two ballots had been taken, but with what 
result is not Known, 


THE CRIME AND THE EVIDENCE. 

The Coughlin trial has been one of the most 
noteworthy in the criminal annals of the 
country. Like the former Cronin trial it has 
been replete with sensations, and of remark 


able duration. Daniel Coughlin, an ex-city 
detective, was charged with complicity in 
the murder of Dr. P. H. Cronin, a prominent 
Irish physician. Cronin was well known 
in one faction of the Clan-na-Gael, and 
it was to members of an opposing 
faction that his murder was charged. 
At the former trial Coughlin, Martin Burke 
and Patrick Sullivan were convicted of mur- 
der and sentenced to life imprisonment. The 
two latter died in prison and the present de- 
fendant secured anew trial. At the former 
trial John Kunze was also convieted of com- 
plieity inthe crime. He got a sentence of 
three years’ imprisonment, but was par- 
doned before the expiration of his term. 

Dr. Cronin disappeared on the evening of 
May 4, 1889. After a protracted search his 
body mutilated and decomposed was found 
in a catch-basin in the northern part ofthe 
city. In the same section ofthe city stands 
the little Carlson cottage, wherethe theory 
of the prosecution places the murder. 

In the present trial, after five weeks’ 
work, the jury was accepted on Dec. 5 last. 
Before the jury was completed several sen- 
sations were sprung inthe shape of charges 
against jury men, and three men who had 
been accepted were excused from service. 
On Dec. 11 the case Was opened with the fol- 
lowing jury: 

Sooty P. Shay, Oscar P. Brooks, C. Hols- 
man, Frank B. Lusk, . S. Weinberger, 
Frederick G. Lane, Clark Bruce, Hiram Wad- 
leigh, John F. Larson, Michael Conlon, Al- 
fred F. Woodard and Oscar Benson. 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorneys Bottum 
and Bickum Scanlan conducted the case for 
the State, with ex-Judge Wing and Attorney 
Donahoe for the defense. 

One of the most important witnesses to 
ap r for the prosecution was Mrs, Andrew 
Foy, wife of @ bricklayer. Mrs. Foy told of 
being present at numerous conferences be- 
tween the defendant and her husband. and 
claimed to bave heard numerous conversa: 
tions Detween them and other men which 
pointed to a conspiracy to murder Dr. 
Cronin. Her story 
in extreme, 
introduced testimony show that 
Mrs. Foy had written to a former attorney 
for the defense threatening to tell a damag- 
ing story unless she be liberally rewarded. 
Her sanity also was called in 
ror intense hatred for her husband, te 
nee was most 
sb „ Her evidence was 
strongest of any presented by 
she 
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on the morning of May he heard 
a wagon passing. He turned on 

an electric search light which 
fixed above the door and in the giare he saw, 
he said, a wagon in which there was a large 
chest or trunk. Behind the wagon walked 
two men, he claimed, one of whom he identi- 
ned as Coughlin. Bardeen’s testimony was 
savagely attacked by the defense. It was 
shown that no train ran at the hour he Said 
he left Edgewater the morning after he saw 
the wagon, and evidence was introduced to 
show that no moon was visible on the night 
in question, although he swore positively 
that he first saw the wagon and men by 
moonlight. Much medical testimony was 
introduced by the defense to prove that 
Dr. Cronin’s death might have resulted from 
disease and not from the wounds found on 
his body, but its principal effort was directed 
toward establishing an alibi. Three wit- 
nesses swore to having seen Coughlin during 
the evening when he was supposed to have 
been engaged in the’ cillinw, and their testi- 
mony was unshaken. Several days were 
consumed by the State in rebuttal evidence, 
aud lengthy speeches were made by counsel.

AUSTIN ASHBROOK, ONE OF THE MER,

Sam Miller, a tall, muscular man of 29 
years, conducts a saloon at 45338 Easton 
avenue, He left that place last 
night at 10 {fo’clock, and after 
passing away some time—probably about two 
hours—in other saloons in the vicinity he 
came down town on a Washington avenue 
car to call on a woman at No. 206 North Thir- 
teenth street, He got off the car at 
Thirteenth street and walked south. At 
the alley between Christ Church Cathedral 
and the rear of the Hotel Rozier he was 
assaulted by oneof three men, who jumped 
out upon him from the rear of the hotel. He 
showsa slight contusion under the right 
eye as the effect of the first blow. Miller of- 
fered vigorous resistance and beat off the 
leader of his three assailants, rushing him 
south on Thirteenth street. Just 
Opposite the windows of the 
hotel office his antagonist drove the Diade of 
a spring-back dirk into Miller's left breast, 
the dlade penetrating the sack of the 
heart, 

MILLER’S BROTHER APPEARS. 

At that moment, according to the claims of 
the Miller family, Reub Miller,a brother of 
Sam, came down Olive street on his 
way home. He saw the encoun- 
ter, ran toward the spot, 


and as he drew near recognized nis brother. 
He threw himself upon the four men, three 
of ere trying to over his 
brot ; two ort „ running into 
the alley where the fifst assault was made 
and escaping to the east. 

Sam Miller, meanwhile, had got hig man 
on the run, and when the two assisting high- 
way men fled the principal, who had done the 
cutting, also tried to escape, leading to the 
north and around the corner into Locust 
street. Reuben Miller gave vigorous Chase, 
and caught the Knife-wielder at the entrance 
of the alley on the north side of Locust

Mrs. Gilbert, as is 
der custom, asked no questions, dut took the 
girl up stairs and assigned her to quarters. 

only information the woman volun- 
teered about herself was that hername was 
Lulu and that she had been living with her 
mother-in-law. They had a quarrel, she 
said, and so she decided that she would not 
stay with her any more. 
8 FOUND HER DEAD. 

About 10:80 o’clock, according to Mrs. Gil 
bert, the husband called at the house. He 
was quite arunk. He wanted to see his wife 
and the landlady took him up to the 
room. The new-comer was lying on 
the bed with her clothes on. Mrs. 
Gilbert went over to wake herup and found 
that she was dead. In her pocket was found. 
a little red envelope containing an antidote 
powder for headache. 

Tne husband said that the dead woman had 
been suffering from neuralgia for a dayor 
two, and had bought ten of the powders. As 
there was but one left she must have takep 
the other nine. Mrs. Gilbert notified the 
police of what had happened, and the corpse 
was taken tothe Morgue. 

The statement of Powers differs somewhat 
from that of Mrs. Gilbert. He was seen this 
morning by a Posr-DisrArch reporter. He 
was still quite drunk. 

HOW POWBRS HEARD IT. 


„Lou left the house last night about 6 
o’clock,’’ he sald, without saying where 
she was going. As she did not return 
by 101 went out tosee what had become of 
her. A man named Murray, who lives in the 
same house with us and who plays a banjo 
in a saloon at Twelfth and Pine streets told 
me had heard that Lou was dead at 1124 Pine 
street.

From present 
indications it tlooks as though this 
medicine was the cause of death and 
if this turns out to de the case steps will be 
taken to revent the indiscriminate and 
careless sale oft. The medicine was pur 
chased at the Boston Drug Store, 1432 Frank- 
lin avenue. 

Mrs. Powers was a nice-looking woman, 28 
years old, but did not look her years. she 
was married to Powers last May.

GOV. STONE VISITS HIM TO HEAR HIS 
STORY ABOUT PERJURED WITNESSES. 


The Grand-Jury Now Said to Be Investi- 
gating the Matter—A Commutation 
Probable—Beaten by Negro Robbers— 
Confessed to the Conrad Robbery— 
Police News. 


An investigation by the Grand-jury of the 
truth of the sworn stataments made by the 
witnesses inthe case of the negro William 
Taylor, now under sentence of death for the 
murder of his wife’s alleged paramour, Tobe 
Carlisle, is likely to be made in the near 
future. 

Taylor has neither friends nor money and 
he was convicted purely on the evidence of 
his sister-in-law and his youthful son. Since 
his conviction Taylor has been very earnest 
in his endeavor to obtain clemency and such 
was the character of his appeal to the 
Governor that he received a visit from the 
Hon, William A. Stone in jail not long ago. 
Gov. Stone listened to Taylor’s straightfor- 
ward story, and when he was told that the 
conspiracy to put him out of the 
way had led to the commission of 
perjury dy certain of the witnesses for the 
State, Gov. Stone became doubly interested, 
and it is more than likely Taylor’s sentence 
will be commuted in time. He has no money 
is much in his favor. Incident- 
ally the Governor has learned 
that the testimony against Taylor 
should be investigated and Judge Edmunds 
has also been told of this condition of affairs. 

This crime was committed about two years 
ago at Fifteenth and Gratiot streets. Taylor 
was not on friendly ferms with his wife, and 
he suspected that Carlisle, who was board- 
ing at her house, had supplanted bim in her 
affections, He went to the house one morn-

Gardeners and Farmers Want a Mar- 
ket Place There, 


MEANING OF THE BILL PENDING TO 
BELL UNION MARKET. 


The Gardeners’ Association Wants the 
City to Build a New Market Whers Its 
Members Can Stand Their Wagons and 
Sell Their Produce—-Want Additional 
Ground Purchased. 


For some years back the city fathers have 
been importuned at various times to sell the 
present Union Market site, bounded by 

‘Broadway, Sixth street, Morgan street and 
Lucas avenue, and with the proceeds estab- 
lish another mammoth market. 

First it was suggested that the structure 
be located in Lucas Market Square, since 
then it has been proposed to erect it on Van- 
deventer and Laclede avenues, but just now 
a most determined effort is being made to 
locate the new market in Carr Park. 


comprises two full city blocks, and extends 
from Wash street to Carr street and almost 
from Fourteenth to Sixteenth street, its real 
eastern and western boundaries, however, 
being Known as Atchison place and Selby 
place. The individuals who propose to convert 
this pleasure- ground and several adjacent 
city blocks into a huge new market place 
are the members of the Farmers, Garden- 
ers and Fruit Growers’ Association, of which 
Henry Ude of 6841 Gravois avenue 
is President; 0. J. Hannon, Vice- 
President, and Anton Opperman of 
2845 Mackund avenue, Secretary, This 
organization has a membership of over 600 
and holds its regular meetings at iOentral 
Turner Hall every Sanday afternoon, Its 
members comprise the farmers and garden- 
ers of St. Louis County as well as 
those residing within the city Iimits. 


The association was organized some 
months ago forthe purpose of bettering the 
condition ofthe farmer, who must bring h is 
produce into the city to sell it. All of these 
men claimed that they hadno privileges in 
the city at all. They alleged that if they 
brought in a wagon loaded with farm 
products they could find no place to halt 
their wagon or unload their goods. They 
could not stand on the highwaps without 
being told by the police to move on, and as 
they had no market place they found them- 
selves in a rather disagreeable predicament 
every time they came to the city.

that its first step should be to endeavor to 
secure better marketing facilities for its 
members. SO it appointed a committees to 
look after the matter. Some prominent and 
well posted men werein the society, among 
them, Probate Judge Shore of Clayton. They 
secured an option on a tract of lana fronting 
on the west side of Vandeventer avenue, de- 
tween Laclede and Duncan avenues, witha 
depth of 242 feet, which they might purchase 
for the princely sum of $115,000. The com- 
mittee reported this fact to the association, 
which seemed to like the locality and drew 
up plans to buy the ground and erect 
thereon an immense market place 
covered by one huge roof, under 
which the farmers as they came in 
from the country might drive their wagons, 
unload their produce and sell it direct to the 
consumers if they chose to come there and 
buy. Committees were * — to solicit 
suoscriptions, and it was determined to buy 
the ground if the city would aid in erecting 
the building. Several thousand dol- 
lars were raised during November 
and December last but the officers 
found that they would have considerable 
trouble in getting the city to go in with them 
onadealof this kind, and fearing that if 
they wentit alone, the public might look 
upon it as a private enterprise, and decline 
to patronize it, they decided to drop their pet 
project of a Vandeventer avenue market and 
adopt a new line of action. 


THE ORDINANCE, 

So they went to Mr. Paulus Gast, who, by 
the way, isafruit grower himself, and had 
him on Feb. 16 last introduce in the Copncil 
an innocent-looking bill providing for the 
sale by the Mayor and Comptroller 
of the Union Market property and 
the application of the proceeds 


to the acquisition of a market for gardeners 
and farmers, such ‘*new market to be cen- 
trally located for the convenience of pro- 
ducers, consumers, shippers and dealers in 
all agricultural and horticultural products; 
also for dealers in fresh meats, poultry, 
game, fish, ete.“ 

The bill was ore a second readingon Feb. 
20, and referred to the Council Committee on 
Ways and Means. Since then the object of 
the association in having the bill introduced 
has become known. It wants the city to use 
the proceeds of the sale jointly with the 
funds it will collect to secure the present 
Carr Park site and several adjacent blocks 
and erect thereon a market piace, extending 
from Fourteenth street to Sixteenth street, 
and from Wash street prota as far 
north as Biadle. The associ ation 
proposes to have the ma rket 
place built after the same design 
as that proposed for its Vandeventer avenue 
structure. It short, it proposes to cover the 
ground now occupied by Carr Park and the 
adjacent blocks with one big roof where- 
under the farmers and gardners can halt 
their wagons, unload their produce and sell 
it direct to whoever may care to purchase It. 

Secretary Anton Apperman, when seen by 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter, admitted that 
such was the asseciation’s object in having 
the bill introduced.

Ifthe Democratic State Convention un- 
der the prompting influence of cuckoo or- 
gans and politicians indorse the National 
Administration what becomes of Senators 
Vest and Cockrell and the bulk of the Mis- 
souri delegation in the House?

THE WHITE sCANDAL 


The congratulations indulged by men 
of all parties over the appointment of Sen- 
ator White of Louisiana to the Supreme 
Court turn to deepest chagrin in the light 
of revelations concerning his relations 
with the sugar interest, At the time of 
his appointment he was not suspected of 
any such entanglement. He was not 
known as a ‘‘retained’’ Senator, much 
less that he was a stockholder in interests 
demanding Government aid and comfort.

The first effect of an attempt to mix re- 
ligion and politics is the stirring up of ani- 
mosity, and the first move is a proposition 
to shut off free discussion. Both involve 
incalculable dangers to the welfare of the 
American people and the stability of 
American institutions. The end of an 
attempted innovation, of which this is the 
beginning, can easily be foreseen. It is an 
end to be avoided by all means. 

The men and women who are trying to 
have God put in the Constitution, with 
good enough intentions, no doubt, are 
committing as great a blunder in the cause 
of God as in the cause of man. They have 
studied history to little benefit if they do 
not know that the greatest damage that 
can be wrought on the cause of religion is 
to mix it up with Government, and that 
the greatest evil that can be inflicted 
upon a people is to have a re- 
ligious creed injected into their civil 
government. Representative Morse 
has learned little from the his- 
tory of his own State if he does not know 
that there can be no partnership of creed 
and the Government without infinite in- 
jury to both and to the people. The name 
of God has never yet been connected with 
human government without being abused, 
to the detriment of church and State. 

Perhaps the greatest result for the wel- 
fare of mankind achieved by the men who 
founded this republic is the absolute sepa- 
ration of church and State, of religion and 
politics. The free church and the free 
State have thriven apart as they 
never [did and never could _ thrive 
together. Our experiment in this direc- 
tion has educated the civilized world 
and brought it out of bloody strife and 
misery into peace and happiness. The 
forging of the first link to bind the two 
together is the undoing of all that has 
been accomplished. 

With Godin the constitution the way 
will be opened to all the wrongs that have 
been done in his name against mankind. 
Bigotry isa maggot which, when once let 
in, breeds all manner of vileness—lies, 
persecutions and murders. As Roger 
Williams said to the men of Massachusetts 
when he warned them against issuing the 
civil power in the interest of their religion: 
‘*You are on a path where there is no 
halting place.’’ 

We are now confronted by an attempt of 
bigotry to nullify the constitutional pro- 
hibition with regard to religious tests as a 
qualification for office and deny rights 
guaranteed by it to all citizens irrespective 
of religious faith. What folly it would be 
to give it a handle in the organic law with 
which to work all of its possible villainy.

Land for Single Taxers. 


Te the Editor of the Post- Disvatck: 
Uncle Tom presentsa pretty poem in last 
Saturday’s issue. The theory which he spins 


fron¥the une and fancy zephyrs of his deli- 
cate fancy, and the woof of facts about broad 
acresin Missouri, is exquisite as a logical 
fabric. 

But though the legions of broad acres are 
lying idle in the counties he names, they are 
not being hela out of use. 

I happen to know almost every acre of Rey- 
nolds, Iron and most of Wayne; als» much 
of the others. 

It Uncle Tom has any friends who are 
yearning for some of these broad acres, I 
will get them a few thousand at from 10 cents 
to $1 per acre—the latter for land that pas a 
fine growth of pine timber on It. 

There are thousandsof acres in the coun- 
ties he cites for which owners will not pay 
the present moderate taxes, preferring to 
lose the land. The ex-sheriffs, he will find, 
and the editors of local papers own hosts of 
this tax title land; because, as often it will 
not sell at the Sheriff’s sale for enough cash 
to pay the legal aavertising, the Sherif und 
the editor go into ‘‘cahoots’’ and each gets 
every other parcel. 

There are millions of unclaimed acres in 
Missouri, Patches of this are arable and 
choice but there is no access to them. 

True, under these acres lies fabulous min- 
eral wealth. I have seen places in Iron and 
Washington Counties where a man could 
stop afour-mule wagon and load it with 
high-grade lead ore that lay loose on the sur- 
face and not go five feet from the wagon. I 
saw a well near Belgrade, Washington Co., 
that was forty feet deep and all but three 
feet of it had been dug through loose, 
gravelly, rich iron ore, valuable for steéi be- 
cause it contains less than the fatal 13 per 
cent of phosphorous. 

There area thousand Joplins and Webb 
Cities in embryo underneath the broad and 
beautiful bosom of magnificent old Missouri, 
They are only walting to be dug out. And 
Missouri is the only State that can grow, be- 
tween the mines, the wherewith to feed the 
miners, 

To develop the charms of Mother Missouri 
is one of the few things that single tax, nor 
nor no other tax willdo. Only the great 
civilizer, the railroad, with steam, the es- 
sence Of power, inspiring the spirit of prog- 
ress, stimulating Industry and making mar- 
kets within reach, can mature magnificent 
Missouri.

Mr. White's 
resignation was tendered by telegraph yes- 
terday and takes effect March 12, when Mr. 
Blanchard will take his seat in the Senate. 

Senator -elect Newton Crain Blanchard is a 
native of Louisiana, 45 years of age. He re- 
ceived an academical education and was 
‘educated forthe law, deginning practice at 
Shreveport in 1871. He has been active in 
the politics of his parish andthe State, and 
served on the staffs of Govs. Wiltz and McEn- 
ery, with the rank of Major. He was elected 
to the Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, Forty- 
ninth, Fiftieth, Fifty -nrst and Fifty-second 
Congresses and was re-elected to the Fifty 
third. His home is in Sbreve port. 

Public opinion, which was first aroused by 
the newspaper publications calling at- 
tention tothe impropriety of Senator White’s 
course, has been daily growing stronger in 


condemnation of his conduct. 

The Senator’s own colleagues have talked 
freely among themselves of his error, for 
both the friends and opponents of the tax on 
sugar have regarded Mr. White’s course asa 
mistake, even the sugar pianters’ lobby here 
agreeing that the prospect of securing a sat- 
isfactory sugar schedule was injured by Mr. 
W hite’s continuance in the Senate. 

Senator White would not discuss his last 
night’s action to-night.

He may nottake his seat upon the 
Supreme Court bench for several days, pos- 
sibly not until next Monday.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


An Attempt to Blow Up the Italian 
Chamber ef Deputies. 


Rome, March 8.—A terrible explosion, said 
to be he work of Anarchists, oecurred 
here at 8 o’clock this evening. 
The explosion took place on the piazzi Di 
Monte Oitorio, near which stands the 
Chamber of Deputies.A sitting ofthe Chamber 
bad «just been concluded. and it is de- 
lieved that the bomb or infernal 
machine was exploded almost in 
front of the Chamber of gDeputies, 
but the police being in full control of the 
plazza full particulars were unobtainable for 
some time after the explosion. 

The explosion shattered all the windows in 
its neighborhood, and at least two people 
were early known to be wounded. 

A deafening report was heard immediately 
after the explosion, and attracted large 
crowds of people tothe spot, filling fall the 
streets leading to the plazza Di Monte Ci- 
torio. 

The police immediately after the explosion 
swarmed to the spot in large numbers, and, 
itis said, succeeded in making several im- 


portant arrests.

SUGAR SPECULATORS. 

Senatorial circles are stillexcited by the pub- 
lished story of sugar speculation by certain 
Senators. Fora time yesterday afternoon 
the expectation in the galleries and cor- 
ridors was that a resolution proposing an 
investigation would be offered. This step, 
however, was not taken, two of the Senators 
named in the article coftenting themselves 
with denials of the story, as telegraphed to 
the Post- DISPATCH. 

The story was as much talked about to-day 
on the House side of the Capitol asin the 
Senate, and strangely enough the denials 
made by Senators McPherson and Vest did 
not silence the rumors about fortunes in 
stock dealings being made by certain Sena- 
tors. The Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House took 
eve precaution against a stspicion that 
some one might be benefited by inside infor- 
mation of the committee’s action on sugar. 
When the sugar schedule was finally agreed 
upon it was at once publicly announced. 
The time of voting of the committee on the 
proposition was delayed until a late hour on 
a Saturday night, so that the result could not 
have any effect in Wall street. On the Sun. 
day following the tax agreed upon was 
known toeverybody, and when the market 
opened on Monday there was no chance for 
misleading rumors. 

The mystery which has surrounded the 
action of the Senate Finance Committee on 
this matter has been the subject of general 
comment. Contradictory rumors have been 
sent out from “ay to day, and the market has 
fluctuated in accordance with the favorable 
or unfavorable character of the reports. 
Not only has this fact excited much discus- 
sion, but the steady advance with only one 
or two jobbing reactions in the price of Sugar 
certificates, which has taken place since the 
tariff bill was sent to the Senate, has stirred 
up general curiosity. 

Sugar, however, has not been the only 
stock which has responded to the reports 
from here. Iron and lead ore have also 
moved sympathetically with the statements 
as tothe probable disposition of these sched- 
ules. In view of the mystery enveloping the 
Senate commi'tee’s deliberations, it is not 
surprising that rumors have been in circula- 
tion that the market was being manipulated 
by certain Senators. Senator Brice’s con- 
nection with Wall street naturally made him 
the object of suspicion, and only last week 
an item of gossip to the effect that he had 
made 51.000. 000 in sugar transactions was 
published in a local soclety paper. This 
same paper stated itas a rumor that certain 
other Senators hud realized handsomely 
from recent stock investments. These 
stories have given rise to many rumors about 
big turns’’ being made dy Senators in the 
sugar deal, 

Democratic members of the House are 
much excited over these various reports, and 
if material changes are made in the Wilson 
bill which wiliconfer any advantages on the 
Sugar ‘Trust and on corporations contrelling 
lead and other articles, it is altogether 
probable that they will be bitierly attacked 
when the measure gets back from confer- 
ence. Democratic leaders are waiting with 
great an Nety to see what changes are made 
in the Wilson bill. 

MAY HAVE A GOOD EFFECT. 

A prominent Democratic member of the 

Ways and Means Committee said to-day to 


the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent that the 
story of sugar speculations would have a 
good effect, as it would show the Senators, 
who are attacking the bill, that further delay 
willexpose them to serious suspicions. ‘‘I 
do not pretend to say. he remarked, that 
any Senator has actually turned his position 
to profit for himself. ButI do say that the 
delay inthe Senate has aroused much su? 
picion, I cannot understand all this mystery 
about the action of the Finance Committee on 
sugarand other articles. When we had the 
sugar schedule under question the point was 
raised that unless we settled the matter at 
time when it would be impossible for anyone 
to use the information for speculative pur- 
poses, there might be some talk that certain 
members of the committee had profited by 
knowing just what the committee would do. 
I venture to say now that until the commit- 
tee actually voted on the several sugar tax 
pro itions, no one had an idea what tax 
would actually be agreed upon. The bil 
should be reported at once so that a stop 
couldbe put to all rumors. 

It will recalied that although the Ways 
and Means Vommittee reported in favor of a

The sale of the St. Louis Fair Grounds is 
Advertised to take place on April 8, and the 
interest taken in this event, which is really 
the most important one in the history 

Of an association which for years 
bas deen both an entertaining and 
educating influence in tnfs city, is 
naturally very great among all classes of 
people. It has been generally.understood, 
and indeed given out iu a semi-official way, 
thatthe third mortgage bondholders, who 
consist mostly of the Directors of the associ- 
ation, will buy the property in. 

It has been turned over to them by the 
Board of Directors proper as a result 
of the default in the interest on their 
bonds and thesale is being negotiatea by 
them, The impression has been that these 

third mortgage bondholders would buy the 
property in at a nominal figure and continue 
the control of the race track, part of it at 
least as a private business enterprise. In 
order to do this, however, a new charter 
Would probably be necessary. 

In controversion with these generally ac- 
credited reports stories have now and again 
Cropped out that a syrdicate of capitalists 
not under the control of ths Francis-Maffitt- 
Wells crowd would endeavor to get hold of 
the property. The last assessment on this 
tract put its valuation somewhere between 
$1,250,000 and $1,500,000. There is a 
bonded indebtedness on it of something 
like $800,000 and a noating debt of 


nearly $75,000. Whenitis remembered that 
the race track is the finest in the West and 
that under the new coniitions the property 
surrounding the track migkt be cut up into 
lots and put on the market it is not to be 
wondered at that capital seeking investment 
should turn its eyes in this direction. 

The latest developments in relation to the 
affairs of this association give some color to 
the latter story and lead to the bellef that 
8 there may be some most spirited 

idding at the April sale. 


SELLERS’ VISIT TO BROOKS. 

During the first part of the week Col. John 
M. Sellers of roofing tame paida visit to the 
East St. Louls race track, for the purpose of 
holding a conference with J. W. Brooks, the 


general manager of the East St. Louis Jockey 
Club. Mr. Brooks is a practical racing man 
of many years’ experience and worked 
strongly against the interests of the Fair 
Grounds track during the war last summer. 
Col, Sellers is one of the third mortgage 
bondholders, but he is alsoa personal friend 
of Mr. Brooks, for whom he did some work 
in roofing at the latter's track. 

The object of the Colonel's interview with 
the race track man was to get from him es- 
timates as tothe cost of running an elabo- 
rate meeting at the Fair Grounds the com- 
ing season. At Col. Sellers’ request Mr. 
Brooks computed the amountof the over- 
night handicaps, the stakes, purses anil 
general expenses, and the sources of revenue 
from the gate and different privileges. At 
the conclusion he gave him his opinion of 
the Fair Grounds track us a money-making 
investment and Col, Sellers departed. 

Now the question arises why should Col, 
Sellers go on such a mission to Mr. Brooks, 
the manager of a bitter rival of the Fair 
Grounds Association, The latter people have 
Capt. Bellairs, Frank Shaw and the restof 
their factotums of practical experience with 
thorough knowledee of the possibilities 
of the track from whom to gain in 
formation about this institution, and if 
Mr. Sellers was acting in the Interest of the 
third mortgage holders it seems probable 
that he would call on some of these gentle- 
men for his information.

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DECISION BEACHED AFTER OONFER- 
RING WITH THE MAYOR'S OFFICE. 


Experience of a Colored Youth Who Vis- 
ited the Entertainment“ Monday 
Night—License for the Place Renewed 
by the Collector After Its Character 
Was Known. 


The fake 10-cent show that has been run - 
ning the last month at 718 Pine street will be 
broken up. The Mayor’s office and the police 
came to an understanding upon that point 
yesterday after thelr attention had again 
been called to the hollow shams and frands 
of that exhibition by a representative of the 
PostT- DISPATCH. 

About ten days ago the place was exposed 
by the representative of the paper, who vis- 
ited the house and let himself be played as a 
**sucker’’ like the rest. Ihe show purports 
to be an exhibition of pictures and scenes 
from the late fair. For this 10 cents was 
charged. The dupe was allowed to look at a 
few lithographs and similar scenes. 

This did not answer the description of the 
wonderful Midway dancers that a man at the 


door was crying. For that 25 cents extra was 


charged. The girl cashier played the role 
of dancer also, running inside when a crowd 
had collected and kickinga few times. Sev- 
eral cappers made it a special point to praise 
the wonderful show and hustle off all 
kickers. 

The, police were asked why they allowed 
this show to go on since it was a scheme to 
rob the unsophisticated under false pre- 
tenses. Theanswer was the show was run 
uader a license obtained from the Collecter. 

The exhibition continued, and is running 
to-day. 

TROUBLE AT THE SHOW. 

Monday evening William Laxton, a colored 

youth who paid 85 cents for the sake of see- 
ing the performance, was hustled off into the 
alley instead of the back room it is said. 
This was considered a great joke by the 
Cappers, and when Laxton demanded 
that his money be refunded, one of them, 
Herman Harmary, and the proprietor, Her- 
maniHolwedel, slugged him, itis claimed, 
They were arrested and held for trial 
to-morrow for disturbing the peace. 
That date was set because the negro failed to 
appear to prosecute them. 
A reporter for the Post-DISPATCH Called 
uponthe police yesterday to inquire why 
they had not reported tothe Mayor that a 
fake show was being run under his permit. 
Capt. Boyd answered that he did not Know 
that to be a fact. 

He said he had sent two special officers to 
investigate the place. Evidently the officers 
were Known to the cappers, for they saw 
their 10 cents’ worth of lithographs, etc, ,and 
left. Nodancecame off. Without proof of 
fraud he didnot believe himself entitled to 
move against the place. 

Patrolman Kavanaugh, who made the ar- 
arrest of Laxton’s assfllants, said 
that he had often observed the processof 
hustling the dupes of Holwedel into the alley 
by the back door after they had paid their 
quarter to see the dance. When asked why 
he did not make any arrests or report the 
matter to his superiors, he said most of the 
men considered it a good joke to be so duped 
or were ashamedto say anything about it. 
No doubt the cappers did consider it a huge 
joke to appear in that light when they 
could so laugh of the danger of 
realdupes. At any rate Kavanaugh made no 
arrest until ordered to doso on Laxton’s 
complaint. 

At the Mayor’s office prevailed the same 
ignorance of the character of the show being 
run under the license issued dy Collector 
Zeigenhein withthe Mayor’s permit, when 
the reporter called there. 

THE LICENSE RENEWED. 

In the absence of Mayor Walbridge at ail 
Springs and the temporary absence of Pres!i- 
dent of the Council Nagel, Secretary Saun- 
ders looked up the record concerning the 
license. The petition, purporting to be 
signed by the majority of the Pine street 
property owners concerned, Kas not at the 
office, but it was learned that this 
had been submitted tothe police for investi- 
gation. The Mayor’s permit to secure a 
license was issued Feb. 3, 1894. 

The most peculiar thing about the matter 
was thatthe license was renewed March 3, 
after repeated complaints of the place had 
reached the police. The new license reads 
for three months, yet the date of expiration 
is given as April 3. 

Secretary Saunders was much disturbed 
about the attitude the Mayor had been 
placed in. He explained that he never in- 
vestigated the character of the pe- 
titioner, but issued the permit as 
a duty imposed by law after the 
police investigated the signatures on the pe- 
tition. He did notconsider himself respon- 
sible. After a telephonic conver- 
sation with Secretary Lucas of the Chief of 
Police’s office, the latter urged Capt. Boyd 
to stretch a point and reccommend that the 
Mayor revoke his permit and have the license 
cancelled, Capt. Boyd said he could not do 
that but he would see that the show was 
broken up.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The case of 
Attorney William Jameson of Port Townsend, 
Washington, charged with stealing deeds of 
property in that State valued at $900 from the 
Ales of the General Land Office, will not de 
called for trialin the United States District 
Court for several weeks. The delay is due to 
the lack of funds of the District Attorney’s

United States District Attorney Bar- 
ney sald to-day that a considerable time 
would elapse before the trial would be 
commenced.
